3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Matsui (US 
5,766,671 ) discloses a system for using a fluid composition to form a coating 
comprising, among others, a pressure communicative line (see Fig 5) connecting the . 
pressure sensor (72) to the interior of the coating enclosure (cup 54) through controller 
(82) and others. However, in Matsui the pressure communicative line is not a conduit 
for flowing fluid through the line, instead the line is used to pass electrical or electronic 
signals from the pressure sensor (72) to the amplifier (74), CPU and a controller (82), 
which is in communication with the coating enclosure exhaust system (54,56). Prior art 
of record does not disclose or fairly suggest a system for using a fluid composition to 
form a coating of a desired thickness on a surface of a workpiece, comprising, among 
others, a coating enclosure inside the processing chamber, a pressure sensor 
positioned outside the coating enclosure, wherein a pressure communicative fluid 
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conduit operatively coupling the pressure sensor to the interior of the coating enclosure, 
such that the pressure signal generated by the pressure sensor is indicative of the 
pressure inside the coating enclosure.
